For this very harm- 
lus-< joke the Presse is to be prosecuted.

charge against it is drawn up by the Attorney- 
general : " La Presse is accused of having 
committed the offence of publication made 
with bad faith, of having given false news, and 
of having published a forgpd document, false- 
ly attributed to a third party ; the said news 
and Ihe said document boing of a nature to 
disturb public tranquility." 


The olliciiil Message has been received with 


great favor by the Eight; the Mountain could 
B'-arcely suppress its indignation at many of 
the passengers. The President has dismissed 
421 Mayors and 183 municipal officers; he 
has disbanded the National Guard in 153 
towns and communes, where it assumed a de- 
liberative character; and he has checked the 
"dotitable propaganda" of the primary teach- 
ers. 
Judging from his lone, Louis Napoleon 


would seem to have relinquished his ambitions 
hchuimss for the present. 
The Committee of 


Permanence has evaded giving a report of the 
events which happened during the recess; so 
that, to the annoyance of the Mountain, a sort 
of veil is drawn over the past. It is generally 
believed that an army of observation will be 
stationed along the northeastern frontiers of 
Franco. 
Jn short, if there is any fighting, 


Louis Napoleon will have a hand in it.
